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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I (claims 1-24 and 26) in the reply 
filed on 6/6/08 is acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

4. Claims 1-24 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Van Berkel et al (6,663,999) as supported by Sprenkle et al (2008/003861 1). 

Van Berkel et al disclose a process of fabricating an improved ceramic assembly, 
namely solid oxide fuel cell (SOFC) including the step of providing an auxiliary or 
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intermediate layer (2), resemble as the claimed stabilizer layer between electrolyte and 
anodic support layer with a porosity about 40 volume % (col. 2, lines 28-50); 

Van Berkel et al teach that auxiliary layer having a thickness of between 3-20 
urn; sintering is performed to form the ceramic assembly comprising electrode, 
electrolyte and the auxiliary layer (stabilizer layer as claimed) (col. 2, lines 65-col.3, lines 
10). 

As to claim 2, Van Berkel et al teach that the auxiliary layer has less thickness 
than an electrode thickness (see the figure and col. 3, lines 30-33). 

As to claim 18, Van Berkel et al teach that the electrolyte and the auxiliary layer 
comprise the same material (col. 2, lines 29-30 and col. 3, lines 3-4). 

Van Berkel et al fail to teach the difference between the electrolyte sintering 
shrinkage and the stabilizer sintering shrinkage is less than or equal to +/ 1% and the 
ceramic assembly has less than or equal to about 5.0 degree camber. 

However, Van Berkel et al also teach that such improved assembly allows the 
so-called sintering shringage to be avoided (col.1, lines 38-49). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skilled in the art at the 
time of claimed invention to have the similar effect and property of the sintered material 
as supported by Sprenkle et al (2008/003861 1 ). 

Sprenkle et al illustrate a similar process condition including the introduction of 
bi-layer electrolyte with stabilized YSZ layer that reduce or eliminate camber (see 
paragraphs0030 and 0041).
